AN ACT to authorize the improvement of certain streets in the Third
ward of the city of Milwaukee, and to authorize the levy of a spe-
cial tax in eaid Third ward.

The people of the State (l)f Wisconsin, represented in
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows:

Secrion 1. The board of public works of the city of | _Authorising
Milwaukee, are hereby authorized and empowered to works to pave
cause to be paved witi a wooden block pavement, the *reet*
following streets in the Third ward of said city of
Milwaukee, to-wit: Detroit street between East Wa-
ter street and Broadway, Buffalo street between East
Water street and Broadway, Chicago street between
East Water street and Broadway, Menomonee street
between East Water street and Broadway, Erie street
between East Water street and Broadway. The work
hereby authorized to be done shall be assessed and
payable in the following proportions, to-wit: One-
third to the property fronting or abutting on the
streets hereby authorized to be paved, and two-thirds
to the third ward fund.

Skcriox 2. No petition from owners of property, Ne vpetition
or resolution of the common council of the city of necessary.
